There ire ninny people more or leas 
iimii'f conviction of sta who are halt- 
ing Just In this 
way. They know

faith to . Jesus 
Christ. They have 
been' taught that 
If they will com- 
mit themselves to 
him a* their Re- 
deemer and con- 
fess him an their 
Lon/1 and Waster, 
he Swill not only 
deliver them from guilt, but endne 
them with the power to overcome sin 
and lead a godly life. And yet tor 
all this they are halting, and trying to 
. decide whether to put their trust In 
him and openly confess him or not. 

What are some of the reasons given 
for this indecision? Or, to pat It In 
another way, what are some of the 
obstacles which the evil one Is setting 
before them to hinder them In th 
progress towards Salvation through 
Christ I 

Not long ago we were speaking of 
thin subject front another point of 
view, and dwelt on two or three very 
common objections such as that there 
are hypocrites In the church. Or 
profit and pleasure- thai most begl 
up it o*! biTomrn o Christian, or the 
fear ot not being able to hold oat In 
. Christian life. etc. 

But there are other objections than 
these. One la the remark, "I am not 
good enoush to become a Christian." 
This bo an dn like humility, but In real- 
ity ll spiritual pride, for It la based 
on the supposition, that one can make 
himself good enough without Christ 
( But If" so why need a Savior, and why 
should the Son of God have suffered 
and died?" If we can make ourselves 
p*rUalia~nhtyrw,e rBa mn " e ourselves 
absolutely 'holy, and therefore the 
work of atonement was 'unnecessary 

and a crime. A convincing answer to 

this is the tesllmony of our Lord hlm- 
. self that he come-not to call the right- 
eous but sinners to repentance. 

The great Aagustlae prayed, "O 
Lord, I am so great a sinner. 1 must 
Bee Into thlue arms!" That la the 
place for the sinner to flee Just be- 
cause he Is a sinner. ■*. 

(2) "I do not know how to believe," 
Is sometimes put forth as a reason. 
And yet "believe" means simply "to 
trust," ■to commit one's self" to the 
Saviour In order to be saved. Indeed. 
the difficulty Is not so much In the 
meaning- ot the word, "believe." as In 

walling for feeling tu accompany the 
belief. 

A woman once cave this excuse to a 
pastor who was urging her to accept 
Christ. And twaatd to her. "Do you 
own the house you live In J" To which 
she answered, "Yes." Ami then be add- 
ed; "llow do you, know you dof" After 
reflection she said. "Becanse my title 
deed is recorded In the ottlce of the, 
county clerk." S 

She was not waiting for feeling to 
know that she owned her house, and 
no more should we wait ior feeling to 
know that we are saved. It Is record- 
ed In the word of Ood. that "God bath 
given ['I us eternal life antt this life 
Is in hi* Son, - He that hath the Son 
hath life and he that hsth not the 
Son of Ood hath not life." And It Is 
written again. "lie that belleveth 
Ood hath made blm a liar, because be 
belleveth not the record that God 
gave his Son.".

No stndy of the booh of Acta 
complete unless the teacher Impresses 
apon bis pupils the opportunities for 
living the Chrlstlnn I11Y la the norm.nl 
environment of the home or school, 
at work or play. Deep interest at 
inches to every detail leading up tc 
Paul's visit to Home.- Therefore, let 
the teacher trace Tsui's Jonrney from 
Mlleta to Jerusalem, which occupied 
about four weeks, and took place lu 
the early part (if the year A. D. 57. 

1. The Arrival (vr 17-28). The Spirit 
revealed to the disciples and to proph- 
ets that If Paul went to this city he 
would be In grent danger, and the 
Spirit was not [iirliUlding but only 
teaching him for he knew I'uul hnd 
a irretit work to do In Jerusalem, and 
that he only could do it, Everywhere 
Pnnl went he "s™ rched for" (v. T) 
disciples, with whnm he tarried and 
whom he enlightened In the way of 
truth. Arriving in Jerusalem, he ap- 
pears to have Bade l}la home with 
Mnason, outside of the crowded dty, 
thus being less exposed to danger nnd 
finding u place of rest. At a public 
reception (v. IN) I'nul reports of his 
work, anil no doubt he laid his strong- 
est emphasis on what God hnd 
wrought through him. among the 
churches of Asia. The leaders of the 
Tilling Ml church received the gifts 
Paul brought from the (1 entile 
churches, glorified Ood for what he 
hnd accomplished, hut anw clearly 
that, to occtilnpllfih his statesmanlike 
pnrpose. ■OMttttng must be dime to 
make clear' that (he false reports as 
.to PntU'H teaching were dl.Ncn-dltffl 
fw. 20-22). They therefore- resorted 
ttk diplomacy' (vv. 23-2(1). To the 
mnny thousands of Jews gathered on 
this festival occasion . in the city, 
some of whom wage icaloas for the 
law. they ■■!■■■ ' ■; ■■■: first that Paul 
taught all'tbe Jews which were among 
the Gentiles not to forsake Moses; 
second, that he had not. taught them 
not to walk after the customs of 
Moses. The facts were Paul obeyed 
tfjM Jewiah ceremonial "laws person- 
ally, as a matter of race, not as a 
condition ot salvation. 
II. Tha Arrest (vv. 27-36). rani's 
attempt at conciliation resulted not 
In peace hut In mi.re discord. Every 
troe servant of Ood is sure to be mis- 
represented, and it will not do always 
to attempt to set jtralght all the lies 
that are told at«iot him. God will 
take care of the lies and of our repu- 
tations. Most of the charges that 
men, even .Christians,- bring against 
One another are based Upon "sup- 
position" (v. 20). It was not n new 
experience for Paul to be mobbed. A* 
the maddened Jew* dragged him out 
of the temple he mast hove recalled 
the treatment nf Stephen In which he, 
himself, hnd had a hand (7:BT, 68). 
H™ frerjuent It Is that we, .^rselTea, 
are in due lime treated In tie same 
way In which we hnve treated others 
(Oal. 8:7). It was the Intention of 
the Jews to kill Pnnl at once without 
a trial (2fl:fl. 10). They fancied thee 
were doing tJod'a service (John 16:2). 
Thto lesson is a striking example of 
the ntter fully and wickedness of mob 
Paul's time had not yet come, 
all the moba on earth could not 
kill him until God permitted It. 

The Arraignment (vv. 97-40). 

Tiding* of the riot c» me to the chief 
captain, equivalent to .our colonel 
(Acts 23:26). Paul was Ibour.d with 
two chains, one from each of his inns 
to a soldier, secured, yet left free/to. 
walk with his guard*, thus fulfilling 
the prophecy of Agahos (v. 21). Ifobo 
Usually have great respect for sol- 
diers, for they are Inwardly cowardly. 
No sooner was" Paul on the stair* 
which led to the top of the fortres* 
than the mob. afraid that they were 
about to he balked; of their vengeance, 
made a mad rush at him. with cries 
of "Kill him: km hlmr and Paul.. 
unable In his fettered cnndltlsn to 
steady himself, wa* carried off his 
feet and horried oft* In the same path 
his Master had trod (John 10:15) 
and he waa again to hear that cry.

Paul had hnt one thought, how hp 
might wttnes* for his Master, andf 
bring some of his Minded act-users to 
a saving knowledge of Christ. Thus 
It was Ihel he asked for the privilege 
of speaking, and most courteously did 
be 'make In- request. Re spoke to 
the esptaln in, the Greek tongue, not 
In Hebrew, sod great was the anrprtae 
of the captain.
